' ‘The Great Earthquake gt Naples. | the departments of Tamaulipas, Nuevo, Le- 


The Hon. E. Joy Morris, the American 
-plinister to Naples, in 2 letter addressed. to 
the “Republic,” gives a minute account of 
the-tersible earthquake whieh occurred in 
thecwestern portion of the Kingdom of Na- 
ples on‘the F4th‘of July, by which some two 
* thousand five hundred lives were lost, and 
several towns cither totally prostrated or 
greatly damaged. Mr. Morris says, that 
previous to the shock a small stream that 
ruos near the City of Mefi, suddenly disap- 
peated,and adds: 
%At-the first shock Mefi, which contains 
10,000-inhabitants, was prostrated in the 
dust, nothing few crumbling walis sur- 
vivtog the general ruin, An unknown num- 
dertof its inhabitants were buried under the 
falliag mass of fabrics: Upto the present 
moment, August 26th, dead. bodies 
have heen disinterred, and many others 
‘late conscantly being found. More than 200 
is lie in ajacent hospital, suffering | 
“under grievious wounds, while many have 
been dng out alive from the ruins. Amongst 
‘others, a female infant, a year old, after ly- 
_ing buried for two days, was brought out liv- 
ing, and unharmed, and restored to its af- 


amity. 
“The shocks and rumbling of the earth 
still occasionally occurred at the time of 
writing this letter, and all eyes were turned 
pon Vesuvius as the safety valve through 
which the struggling fires might escape, al- 
thouzh no local signs were yet 
“The neighboring towns of Atolla. Rion- 
ero, Barile, and Kapolla are;sufferers by the 
same convulsion. Rionero is a general 
wreck, not a sound house remaining—more 
than a hundred persons have here perished. 
and as many have been maimed or wound- 
ed. In Barile the only edifice not entirely 
destroyed is the orphan asylum, while the 
discovered dead amount to about one hun- 
dred and fifty. In the commune of Bari, the 
towns. of Cerato, Minervino, Spinazzola, An- 
dria, and Trani, were all injured more or 
Jess. In Canossa, the ancient Canosium, 
founded by Diomed, and whose walls pe 
enclosed a circuit of fixteen miles, three 
hyndred and seventy-six houses were thrown 
down. , Atthe Jast report the shocks around 
Mount Vulture continued, and one half of 
the city of Venosa, the ancient Venusia, 
containing six thousand inhabitants, and 
celebrated as the birth place of Horace, was 
destroyed. The mountain provinces of the 
Abruzzi and of Calabria, where the earth- 
quake of 1783 destroyed three hundred cit- 
ivs pod buried thirty thousand human be- 
ings, bave thus far escaped.” 


‘The wire of the submarine telegraph, b- 
tween the English and French coasts, is not 
vet finished, though it is being made at the 
rate of a mile and a half per day. Itis thus 
described : 

The line of communication consists of four 
copper wires of the thickness of an ordinary 
bell-ware, cased in gutta percha, and twin- 
ed with a number af hempen strands steep- 
ed ina mixture of tar and tallow into a rope 
vf about an inch in diameter. Another 
strand similarly prepared is wound trans- 
versly vround this, and finally ten wires of 

ulvanized fron, about a third of an inch 

hick, are twined round this.central core, and 
form a solid and at the same time flexible 
vasing. The whole, when thus completed. 
has the appearance of an ordinary 44 inch | 
‘metallic cable. The machinery by which 
this is effected is extremely simple, and the 
work proceeds, night and day, with the ut- 
most regularity. A huge coil is thus form- 
ed in one continuous piece which will finally 
attain the length of 24 miles. The weight 
the entire rope when finished, it is estimated 
will be from 170 to 180 tons. From time to 
time, as the work proceeds, a galvanic cur- 
rentyis ed through the wires, and their 
conducting power-is tested by a galvanome- 
ter...

The trade 
of Brownsville, Roma, and most of towns on 
the east bank of the Rio Grande, has lately 
been almost ruined by the Mexican revenue 
officers, who have endeavored by the most 
tyranical impositions to prevent Americans 
from trading with any of the towns or set-

the history of that country. We have known 
cases where legislative enactments have 
proved inadequate to the proper punishment 
ot men for crime, and in such cases, we 
miyht favor a proposition for dispensing jus- 
lice Ina summary manner, as has in many 
instances been done in California. But 
when a set of men will go so far as _ to force 
their ideas of right and wrong upon a court 
of justice whilst in session, we have no lan- 
guage of condemnation sufficiently strong 
to upply to them. A case recently occur- 
red in Sacramento, in which which the 
judge was compelled by the threats of the 
mob to proceed at once in a case involving 
life or death, notwithstanding it is clearly 
shown that the accused was not prepared 
for trial. Such a condition ot society is tru- 
ly humiliating, and cannot fail to make its 
banesul influences felt for a long time to) 
come, and in the face of every well directed 
effort at correction. We know no corrective, 
however, other than that imposed by a due 
appreciation, by the majority at least, of 
those mora! obligations which are contem- 
poraneous with the organization of all soci- 
ety.
